The London Daily Telegraph correspondent, 
en routefor S t Petersburg,from Berlin, writes 
os follow s: “ A little stream, which even at 
Its full a m ac could jum p across, forms in the 
Baltic provinces the frontier line between the 
German and the Muscovite Empires. 
In the 
winter time, the streamlet, whose very nam e 
is unrecorded in any guide book, is frozen 
over, so that you eau only trace Its existence 
by the slope of the banks that break the dead 
level of the flat plain across which your jour­ 
ney lies. 
It has been my lot to know m ost of 
the frontier lines which divide the great States 
of the Continent; but I remember none where 
the change from one country to another is to 
sudden, so instant, so imperceptible as that 
undergone as you pass over the Muscovite 
frontier at Wirballen, or Wiarzbolow, to use 
the Russian name. 
You are at once in full 
Russia. 
The Mofike, with their gray sheep­ 
skin ceata hanging down to their heels, their 
round fur caps, the squat Culmuk features, 
crowd around the train as you glide into the 
tlrst Russian station. 
The German guards 
and porters have disappeared, and you Aud it 
well nigh as useless to address the bystand­ 
ers in the Teutonic tongue as lf tho German 
Empire were cut off by tho great wall of 
China instead of by a dried-up, frozen-over 
ditch. 
Dress, food, language—all is Russian. 
The very cars are made for a realm of ice and 
snow. 
Built after the American fashion, they 
are divided into a number of separate com ­ 
partments, connected by a long narrow pas­ 
sage running right through them, and are 
warmed by stoves fed from the piles of wood 
logs slacked up in front of the stove. 
A 
Moujik, who appears to turn up from no- 
wbeje and sleep outside upon the steps, keeps 
feeding these stoves from hour to hour. 
The 
carriages are lit up with short,squat wax can­ 
d les which never get really alight, and are al­ 
ways guttering out. 
Very few passengers 
gel in; fewer still get out ; and altogether a 
sort of phanlom air hangs over the whole 
journey. 
The day is well on before the gray, 
dim light struggles through the icicle-befrost- 
e I windows, and then for some half dozen 
hours—rallier less than more—the duil,dreary 
landscape of a Russian plain, 
where 
the 
.now lies deep upon the ground, shifts stead­ 
ily liefore our eyes as we journey slowly north­ 
ward. 
Tiiere is a story told in America of an itine­ 
rant showman, who exhibited, or proposed to 
exhibit, a moving panorama of the Mississippi 
for two thousand miles. Tim panorama roiled 
on and on to slow m usic,and the spectators saw 
time after time, the picture of the same snags 
floating down lite same yellow stream, be­ 
neath the sam e steep mud banks. 
At last 
some one in the audience grew impatient, and 
asked Hie showman angrily if they were lo 
sec anything new. 
“ Sir,” the prototype of 
Artemus Ward replied, “ my pictorial exhibi­ 
tion is a faithful representation of nature.— 
It would not be faithful if for two thousand 
miles along the Mississippi you did not see 
the same snags floating on the some stream 
between the sam e mud banks." 
After like 
fashion, 
no doscriptioa of Russia winter- 
bound railway travel would be truthful unless 
it depicted each mile or w ent as the exact 
counterpart of every other. 
A w id e expanse 
of snow, broken by patches of pine forests, 
whose dark sombre leaves are crested with 
white flakes, forms tho never-changing back­ 
ground of the scenes. 
Throughout the whole 
5C0 miles which separate St. Petersburg from 
the Russian boundary line there is neither em­ 
bankment, nor cutting, nor carve. 
Across a 
d 'jl waste of snow the line stretches as far as 
the eye can reach. 
The road-side bouses you 
pass in that long distance might be counted 
on the fingers of your hands; the number of 
roads you see from your carriage-windows is 
scarcely greater. 
At regular intervals, usually some twenty 
miles apart, the train slops at some roadside 
station. 
No town, or even village, is visible 
in the ne.ir distance. 
Half a dozen sleighs 
stand outside the station: a score of sheep- 
skin-clad peasants loiter on the platform ; a 
sentry’, with fixed bayonet, stands at alleoliou 
ail the time the train stops; nobody gets in 
or out. 
The sole object of the bait seem s to 
lie to pile up anew the stacks of logs 
with 
which the engine's tender is provided. 
The 
names of the stations are unintelligible to the 
Western eye, aud the queer combinations fo 
unknown, contorted blue letters with which 
the walls of the railway waiting-rooms are 
covered, bear little or no analogy to the Ger- 
muuitled ver-iotis provided by the time-tables. 
Koscbedani and Swentzluny seem in Russian 
to be spelt with much the sam e letters; aud 
even the difference between either of them 
anil Ostrow is barely perceptible. 
Nor is 
there much in the outward aspect ol these 
stations to distinguish them from one another. 
They are all alike, only varying in size. 
A 
long, 
low, 
wooden, 
born-shaped building, 
planted in the middle of a waste of suow, is 
•heir invariable typc. 
The train jolts slower 
and slower for som e quarter of an hour, then 
at last comes to a full stop: the doors at the 
sud of each long railway car are thrown open, 
the double windows lowered, and a mass of 
figures, swathed in furs aud sheepskins, dis­ 
gorges itself slowly upon the platform. 
Oat 
of the frosty air you pass into the refresb- 
meut-rooms, whose atmosphere is heated like 
that of a bake-house oven. 
There is a long 
table in the middle for travelers who wish to 
dine, a bar resplendent with stacks of colored 
bottle; where all kinds of schnapps and drams 
are dispensed; aside-tab le full of glasses of 
tea, presided over by a woman in peasant’s 
dress. 
The waiters are dressed in black, with 
while tics and white Berlin gloves. 
As (he 
larger portion of the travelers are foreigners, 
there is a good deal of pantomimic language 
and action, and you constantly witness the 
s|>ectacle of two persons jabbering fiercely to 
one another in different languages, 
each of 
the speakers being perfectly aware all the 
time that what he says is utterly unintelligible 
lethe other. 
The amount of change to be 
returned out of a rouble note is the never- 
failing topic of discussion; and I am afraid if 
tile sacred image, enshrined in a gorgeous 
gilt-frame, which is huog up conspicuously in 
every refresbment-room, acts the p an of a re­ 
cording angel, the number of oaths daily 
written down in many languages must be 
something terrible. 
A bell riDgs, the pas­ 
sengers slowly reswathe themselves in furs,re­ 
enter the cars leisurely, and the train pants 
and puds tardily away. 
Nothing 
moves 
quickly in connection with a Russian railway, 
Again for another twenty miles or so you pass 
on through a track of snow and pine woods, 
and then you react) another baiting place, the 
twin brother of that yon have left behind an 
hour or more ago; and then the same scene 
is repeated; and so on da capo. 


The weary day passes slowly. 
A t Pakof, 
for once, you see the towers aud white con ­ 
crete buildings of a town in the distance. 
As 
this solitary sign of life vanishes from sight, 
it grows dusk, the long night sets in, and, af­ 
ter hours of fitful, uneasy dozing, you find to 
your surprise it is barely eight o’clock, and 
the iighis of St. Petersburg are in sigh t.— 
Now there is a scene of wild confusion,during 
which a hundred porters, drojkie drivers, and 
commissiooares seem to be straggling bow 
they shall divide your luggage between them ; 
and at last, somehow or other, yon find your­ 
self seated in a sledge, and gliding noiselessly 
over the snow-covered streets of the silent, 
dto-Ut city.

T ravel In R u ssia. 
The London Daily Telegraph correspondent, 
en route for St Petersburg, trom Berlin, writes 
os follows : “ A little stream, which even at 
its full a man could jump across, forms in the 
Baltic provinces the frontier line between the 
German and the Muscovite Empires. In the 
wiDter time, the streamlet, whose very name 
is unrecorded in any guide book, is frozen 
over, so that you can only trace Its existence 
by the slope of the banks that break the dead 
level of the flat plain across which your jour­ 
ney lies. It has been my lot to know most of 
the frontier lines which divide l,he great States 
of the Continent; but I remember none where 
the change from one country to another is so 
sudden, so instant, so imperceptible as tbat 
undergone as you pas3 over the Muscovite 
frontier at Wirballen, or Wiarzbolow, to use 
the Russian name. You are at once in full 
Russia. The Mojike, with their gray sheep­ 
skin ceats hanging down to their heels, their 
round fur caps, the squat Calmuk features, 
crowd around the train as you glide into the 
iirst Russian station. The German guards 
and porters have disappeared, and you find it 
well nigh as useless to address the bystand­ 
ers iu the Teutonic tongue as if the German 
Empire were cut off by the great wall of 
China instead of by a dried-up, frozen-over 
ditch. Dress, food, language—all is Russian. 
The very cars are made for a realm of ice and 
snow. Built after the American fashion, they 
are divided into a number of separate com­ 
partments, connected by a long narrow pas­ 
sage running right through them, and are 
warmed by stoves fed from the piles of wood 
logs stacked up in front of the stove. A 
Monjik, who appears to turn up from no- 
wheje and sleep outside upon the steps, keeps 
feeding these stoves from hour to hour. The 
carriages are lit up with short,squat wax can­ 
dles, which never get really alight, and are al­ 
ways guttering out. Very few passengers 
et in; fewer still get out ; and altogether a 
sort of phantom air hangs over the whole 
journey. The day is well on before tbe gray, 
dim light struggles through the icicle-befrost- 
ed windows, and then for some half dozen 
hours—rather less than more—the dull,dreary 
landscape of a Russian plain, where the 
snow lies deep upon the ground, shifts stead- 
ly before our eyes as we journey slowly north­ 
ward. 
There is a story told in America of an itine- 
ant showman, who exhibited, or proposed to 
exhibit, a moving panorama of the Mississippi 
for two thousand miles. Th.e panorama rolled 
on and on to slow music, and the spectators saw 
time after time, the picture of the same snags 
floating down the same yellow stream, be­ 
neath the same steep mud banks. At last 
some one in the audience grew impatient, and 
asked the showman angrily if they were to 
see anything new. “ Sir,” the prototype of 
Artemus Ward replied, “ my pictorial exhibi­ 
tion is a faithful representation of nature.— 
It would not be faithful if for two thousand 
miles along the Mississippi you did not see 
the same snags floating on the same stream 
betweeu the same mud banks.” After like 
fashion, no descriptioa of Russia winter- 
bound railway travel would be truthful unless 
it depicted each mile or verst as the exact 
counterpart or every other. A wide expanse 
of show, broken by patches of pine forests, 
whose dark sombre leaves are crested with 
white flakes, forms the never-changing back­ 
ground of the scenes. Throughout the whole 
560 miles which separate St. Petersburg from 
the Russian boundary line there is neither em­ 
bankment, nor cutting, nor CHrvc. Across a 
deal waste of snow tbe line stretches as far as 
tbe eye can reach. The road-side houses you 
pass in that long distance might be counted 
on the fingers of your hands; the number of 
roads you see from your carriage-windows is 
carcely greater. 
At regular Intervals, usually some twenty 
miles apart, the train stops at some roadside 
station. No town, or even village, is visible 
in the near distance. Half a dozen sleighs 
stand outside the station: a score of sheep­ 
skin-clad peasants loiter on the platform; a 
sentry, with fixed bayonet, stands at nttcutiou 
all the time the train stops; nobody gets in 
or out. Tbe sole object of the bait seems to 
lie to pile up anew the stacks of logs with 
which the engine’s tender is provided. Tbe 
names of the stations are unintelligible to the 
Western eye, and the queer combinations fo 
unknown, contorted blue letters with which 
the walls of the railway waiting-rooms are 
covered, bear little or no analogy to tbe Ger- 
manifled versions provided by the time-tables. 
Koscbedani and Swentzlany seem in Russian 
to be spelt with much the same letters; and 
even the difference between either of them 
and Ostrow is barely perceptible. Nor is 
there much in tbe outward aspect ot these 
stations to distinguish them from one another. 
They are all alike, only vaning in size. A 
loug, low, wooden, barn-shaped building, 
planted in the middle of a waste of suow, is 
their invariable type. The train jolts slower 
and slower for some quarter of an hour, then 
at last comes to a full stop: the doors at the 
end of each long railway car are thrown open, 
the double windows lowered, and a mass of 
figures, swathed in furs and sbeepskins, dis­ 
gorges itself slowly upon the platform. Out 
of the frosty air you pass into the refresh- 
ment-rooms, whose atmosphere is heated like 
that of a bake-house oven. There is a Ion 
table in the middle for travelers who wish to 
dine, a bar resplendent with stacks of colored 
bottle; where all kinds of schnapps and drams 
are dispensed; a side-table full of glasses of 
tea, presided over by a woman in peasant’s 
dress. The waiters are dressed in black, with 
white ties and white Berlin gloves. As the 
larger portion of the travelers are foreigners, 
there is a good deal of pantomimic language 
and action, and you constantly witness the 
spectacle of two persons jabbering fiercely to 
one another in different languages, each of 
the speakers being perfectly aware all the 
time that what he says is utterly unintelligible 
tothe other. The amount of change to be 
returned out of a rouble note is tbe never- 
failing topic of discussion; and I am afraid if 
the sacred image, enshrined in a gorgeous 
gilt-frame, which is huDg up conspicuously in 
every refresbmeut-room, acts the pari of a re 
cording angel, the number of oaths daily 
written down in many languages must be 
something terrible. A bell rings, the pas 
sengers slowly reswathe themselves in furs,re­ 
enter tbe cars leisurely, and the train pants 
and puds tardily away. 
Nothing moves 
quickly in connection with a Russian railway. 
Again for another twenty miles or so you pass 
on through a track of snow and pine woods, 
and then you reach another halting place, the 
twin brother of that you have left behind an 
hour or more ago; and then the same scene 
is repeated; and so on da capo. 
The weary day passes slowly. At Pakof, 
for once, you see the towers and white con 
crote buildings of a town in the distance. As 
this solitary sign of life vanishes .from sight 
it grow3 dusk, the long night sets in, and, af­ 
ter hours of fitful, uneasy dozing, you find to 
your surprise it is barely eight o’clock, and 
the lights of St. Petersburg are in sight.— 
Now there is a scene of wild confusion,during 
which a hundred porters, drojkie drivers, and 
commissionares seem to be straggling how 
they shall divide your luggage between them 
and at last, somehow or other, you find your 
self seated in a sledge, and gliding noiselessly 
over the snow-covered streets of the silent, 
dftn-lit city,

And Mordecai wrote thc3e things, and 
sent letters unto all the Jews that were iu ail 
the provinces of tha king Abasuera?, both 
nigh and far, to establish this among them, 
that they should keep the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar; and the fifteenth day of the 
same, yearly, as tho days wherein the Jews 
rested frorp their enemies, and the month 
which was turned unto them from sorrow to 
joy, and from mourning into a good day; 
that they should make them days of feasting 
aud Joy, and of sending portions ono to an­ 
other, and gifts to the'poor. 
And the Jews 
undertook to do as they bad begun, and as 
Mordecai had written unto them, 
* 
* 
* 
And that these days should be remembered 
and kept throughout every generation, every 
family, every province, and every cl y; and 
that ¿líese days of Purim should not fall from 
among ihe Jews, nor the memorial of them 
perish from liteir seed.” 
And in the same book of sacred writings 
wc are told that it originated in the reigu of 
King Ahasueru3, whoso domain extended over 
Iadia and Ethiopa. 
There were many Jews 
in his kingdom, and Mordecai, ono of their 
leaders, refused to recognize tho sovereignty 
of llaman, who had been raised lo an exalted 
posiiiou 
by 
the 
King 
Ahasuerus. 
His 
majesty became angry, and threatened to 
annihilate 
the 
Jews, 
and a royal decree 
wa3 sent forth to kill all, both young and old, 
of lhat faith, on tho thirteenth day of the 
month Adar, which month corresponds with 
the latter part of February and the first of 
March. 
Queen Esther, tho beautiful, inter­ 
ceded, and unfolded to the King the base de­ 
signs of Human, who, for his wickedness, 
was it tnged, together with his sons, upon the 
gallows, which was fifty cubits high and which 
llaman had prepared for Mordecai, the Jew. 
A battle between the Jews and the followers 
of Hainan resulted in iho overwhelming defeat 
of the latter. 
This battle occurred on the day 
on which the Jows were to have been exc 
cuted, and so elated were they over this vie 
tory for civil and religious liberty that a feast 
of rejoicing was instituted by Mordecai in the 
manner related in tho quotation from the Coe 
of Esther. 
To this day Ihe feast is observed 
and Mordccai’s command Is obeyed by his de 
scendants throughout the world, and will con 
finite lo be until the streets of the holy city 
shall resound to the footfalls of returning util 
lions. 
The Feast of Purim commences this even­ 
ing and continues two days. 
It will be oc 
served by our citizens of the Jewish faitli with 
that loving devotion for the traditions of their 
f ithcr; which is at once their pride and their 
honor.
